Every  year  some  die  of  diseo-ses  of  the  heart,  sane  1 6%  frcm  cancer,  around 
15/^  frcm  "stiokes,  7 or  &Jo  from  bronchitis,  4^  from  pneumonia,  and  5^  from 
accidents* 

Apart  from  accidents  these  arc  the  dis'E^ases  of  later  life* 

In  most  cases  tlic  subjects  have  lived  out  their  three  score  years  and  ten,  and 
in  many  'tJie  "cause  of  death"  could,  more  properly  be  described  as  "the  mode  of 
death,  asid  the  true  cause  as  senilityo

expected  to  bo  less,  in  view'  of  the  sharp  epidemic  experienced  In  the  preceding 
year.

Immunisa-tion  against  wixcoping  cough  is  novr  being  achieved  more  easily  as  it  is 
included  with  DipHitheria.  and  tetanus  immunisation  in  "Triple  antigen",  and  'thus 
no  separate  injection  is  required  for  whooping  cough*

.Ill  were  clmlcally  mild,  and  v/ere  isolated  at  home® 


Towards  the  end.  of  Augi-ist  there  occurred  a shaip  outbrealc  of  food

The  infection  was  conveyed  by  pork  pies© 

There  were  22  cases  including  one  death© 

.4  full  account  of  this  outbreaic  was  included  in  the  repox't  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  the  month  cf  September  19^4,1  a report,  set  out  in 
the  required  fom,  was  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health©

SMT^RAGE  Al-TR  SE'MGE  DISPOSAL 


Mr.  E.L.  Lomax,  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  provided  the 
following  inf ormation;- 

Foul!  sewerage  within  the  district  is  partly  on  the  combined  system  and 
partly  on  the  separate  system.  Since  194^  practically  all  development  has 
been  on  the  separate  sjrstem.  Sewerage  schemes  over  the  last  few  years  have 
eliminated  practically  all  the  cesspits  and  generally  the  foul  sewerage 
system  may  be  considered  adequate. 

Stirface  water  sev/erage  is  generally  adequate  throughout  the  district 
and  in  common  with  foul  se?:frage,  trouble  is  only  experience  vAien  mining 
subsidence  alters  natural  drainage  or  damages  the  sewers. 

With  the  exception  of  Che  stall  House,  the  scout  camp  and  four  cottages 
which  axe  served  by  the  Chestall  Works,  the  vj'hole  of  the  district's  sewage, 
approximately  two  million  gallons  per  day  dry  weather  flow,  is  treated  at  the 
main  Sev/oge  Treatment  Works  located  off  Longford  Rod,  Cannock. 

The  Main  Works  utilises  sedimentation  tanks,  bacterial  filter  beds, 
hums  tanks,  and  sludge  drying  beds.  A recirculation  scheme  is  in  continuous 
operation.  M adjimct  to  the  Main  Sewage  Works  is  the  Grass  Plot  Effluent 
Treatmeat  System,  A scheme  for  further  extensions  and  for  slude  disposal  is 
being  prepared. 

SHOPS  ACT 

The  Coiuicil  is  the  authority  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  this  Act 
in  the  urban  area.  As  far  as  possible,  visits  under  this  Act  are  combined  v/ith 
those  made  under  other  Acts  or  Regulations. 

Observations  to  ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  Act  relating  to  closing 
hours  and  weekly  half  holiday  have  been  made  regularly,  and  as  v:ill  be  seen  from 
the  following  table,  contraventions  were  found.  This  resulted  in  warning  letters 
being  sent  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  to  the  offenders  warning  them  that  in  the 
event  of  any  further  contravention  simimary  proceedings  would  be  instituted.
